Judicial Pay Raise for District Judge Salary Increase

House provides $26,109,317 in General Revenue to increase estimated
appropriations for all salaries that are determined based on a district judge's
base salary amount as set by the General Appropriations Act. This increases a
district judge base salary by 5.0 percent each fiscal year of the 2024-2025
biennium. The new district judge base salary would be $147,000 in fiscal year
2024 and $154,350 in fiscal year 2025. The total estimated cost for this
change would be $36.8 million for the biennium for all Article IV entities,
including End of Article and Retired Elected Class benefit costs of $10.7 million.
